Big C.C.F. Sweleti in Saskatchewan 


Takes 43 Seats, Liberals 4; 
Tories Fail Th All Ridings 


REGINA, June 16.— (CP) — 


The first C.C.F. government in 


history boomed into power on a landslide vote in Saskatchewan 
yesterday, under the leadership of Thomas Clement Douglas, 40- 
year-old former Baptist minister who resigned a seat in parliament 
for what turned out to be the premiership of this prairie province. 
The vote left no more than a corporal’s guard of the Liberal administration 
headed since 1935 by Premier W. J. Patterson. Early today 43 C.C.F. members 
and four Liberals had been conceded election. C.C.F. candidates led in two of 
the four doubtful seats and Liberal candidates in the others.

parent. 


PREMIER'S SEAT UNCERTAIN 


Premier Patterson was not cer- 
tain of his Cannington seat. He had 
a plurality over C.C.F. and Pro- 
gressive Conservative candidates 
but his margin was so small that— 
as in a few other close contests— 
the votes cast by Saskatchewan 
servicement and  servicewomen 
serving in their home province may 
be enough to swing the tide against 
him, These votes will be counted 
June 19.

Mr. Patterson said the financial 
position of the province had great- 
ly improved since he took office in 
1935, and many former difficulties

“The incoming government should 
have a much easier task. I trust it 
will be successful in further im- 
proving the position of the province 
and the well-being of its people. I 
wish it every success in meeting 
the problems that lie ahead.”

LONDON, June 16.—A fantastic stream of pilotless Nazi bomb- 
ers rained fire and explosives across Southern England all last 
night and through the morning hours today, and radio Berlin said 
the robot fleet had smashed at London itself in “the beginning of 
vengeance” for the Allied attacks on Germany. 
Adolf Hitler finally had launched his boasted secret weapon against Britain 
and the mighty invasion arsenal piled up on the island, and British official 
sources made no effort to minimize the gravity of the attack.

Nearing Viipuri

MOSCOW, June 16.—Gen. Leo-

REPORTER REVEALS

6. It is a good night target, since 
it carries a clear, white light in its 
tail, 

NOT NEW INVENTION 

7. It is not a new invention. It 
is a development of the radio-con- 

trolled Queen Bee airplane used in 
this country before the war. 

8. The flight sound is a distine- 
tive, rhythmic note, giving the ef- 
fect of a pulsating, low throb. 

9% The attack is being met 
Partially through aids on the 
rollar coaster runways, which are 
being constantly watched, strafed 
and bombed by Allied intruder 
planes.

WINNIPEG, June 16.—(CP)—At- 
torney-General J. O. McLenaghen 
last night announced the Manitoba 
government has passed an order- 
in-council providing increases in 
the ceiling of income of old age 
and blind pensioners and relaxing 
of residence qualifications. He said 
the order was passed following con- 
sultation with federal authorities, 

Single old age pensioners now 
may earn $425 annually instead of 
$365 and. married persons may 
earn $850 instead of $730, he said. 

The totals include pensions. 

The ceiling on earnings for blind 
pensioners was raised from $400 to 
$500 for single persons and from 
$640 to $850 for married persons. 
Date on which the increases are ef- 
fective was not announced. 

The residence regulations were 
amended so that if the applicant has 
lived in Canada for 16 full years 
since reaching 50, with 700 days re- 
sidence in the province immediate- 
ly prior to payment of the pension, 
he is deemed eligible. Previously, 
applicants were required to have 20 
years residence in Canada, 16 of 
them in the province and immedi- 
ately preceding application for the 
pension,

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Still Another Protest 

The sweeping victory in Saskatchewan 
for the C.C.F. party is the third stunning 
defeat administered to Ottawa within the 
past twelve months. First the Ontario 
elections, then four by-elections and now 
the Liberal stronghold of Saskatchewan 
have been overturned by the resentment 
and frustration of a Canadian electorate 
determined on economic and social reform 
at any cost. 

As The Edmonton Bulletin has repeat- 
edly pointed out, the Hon. J. L. Ilsley has 
persistently repudiated the Liberal party 
pledge of monetary reform by which that 
party gained office. The result is that Lib- 
eral voters, section by section, are repudi- 
ating the Hon.:J. L, Ilsley. 

Socialism was not a direct issue in the 
Saskatchewan election because the C.C.F. 
did not make an issue of socialism. They 
campaigned entirely on economic and social 
reform. Actually, their socialism was a 
hazard, rather than an asset.

Service of Intercession 


Edmonton people should not require to 
be reminded of their duty in regard to the 
War Services Council's open-air service of 
intercession in the parliament grounds, 
Sunday afternoon at three o’clock. During 
these critical days there cannot be too 
many appeals to the compassion of Al- 
mighty God. 

This open-air service next Sunday is 
interdenominational. It will be conducted 
by naval, military and air force chaplains. 
Many of the armed force units will be pre- 
sent in formation and, after the service in 
the parliament grounds, the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor, who will preside on the platform dur- 
ing the ceremonies, will review all these 
units in a march past from the steps of the 
legislative building. 

The service will consist entirely of 
prayer and song. There will be no address. 

Now it has been said, and justly, that 
the purpose of prayer is not to foist one’s 
will upon the Almighty, but to enable one- 
self to conform to the will of God. To define 
prayer more closely is to encroach upon a 
theological matter which is not easily ex- 
pressed in layman's words. 

But it is a ¢ertainty that the act of 
prayer, however often it is performed, 
draws him who prays more closely into 
communion with divine comfort. It relieves 
anxiety and brings internal peace. 

These are anxious hours, And there is 
no better way to allay their sharpness than 
to participate in devotional acts. 

Certainly all Edmonton should be at the 
parliament grounds Sunday to take part 
in a Service that has as its first purpose the 
invoking of divine protection upon those 
whom Edmonton people love the best.

More Trouble for Tojo 


Tokyo supplemented Admiral Nimitz’ 
account of the raid on the Mariana islands. 
The Tojo announcer said the task force 
was really an invasion force, that it landed 
troops on one of the islands from a fleet of 
20 transports, and that a battle started 
forthwith. Allied sources left it to Tokyo to 
do the first talking about this phase of 
the affair. 

The landings can hardly have taken 
Tokyo completely by surprise. That the 
Marianas were the next stepping-stone on 
the Allied chart has seemed fairly likely 
for some time. As the Jap bases in the Mar- 
shalls and the Carolines are no longer any- 
thing but hanging-on points, there is no 
particular reason why the Allies should not 
set up bases in the more northerly group if 
they want to. 

Tojo, however, has a new and worse in- 
stance of Allied impudence to concern him- 
self about. Super-Fortresses on Friday 
(Japanese time) ranged over Japan itself, 
distributing bomb loads on the “sacred 
soil’ which, according to carefully culti- 
vated tradition, was long ago assigned 
to the sole and peculiar protection of the 
Successive Sons of Heaven who occupy the 
peacock throne, 

It will not help any to calm the furore 
in Tokyo to learn from General Marshall 
that these new devil-craft have been 
Specially designed for just such forays. 
They can fly incalculable distances, and 
may therefore come from Shangra La in 
any of several directions. Also, they carry 
block-busters of a destructive power not 
hitherto known in the Pacific. They look 
like bad medicine from the Tojo stand- 
point, no doubt about it.

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Passing It Along 


In their convention joy-ride down the 
St. Lawrence the mayors of Canadian cities 
and towns decided collectively that the Do- 
minion Government ought to do something 
about the crowded housing situations back 
home and do it in a hurry. Evidently they 
found it easier to join in passing the prob- 
lem along to the federal authority than to 
say what precisely should or could be done. 
Echoes from their housing debate were 


notable for the variety of the views express- 


ed on that little detail. 

Perhaps the mayors would have got 
closer to a solution of the problem if they 
had headed their steamer up the Ottawa, 
and enquired at the capital as to ins-and- 
outs of the Dominion’s offer to lend practi- 
cally the entire cost of putting up a house, 
at low interest and on long repayment 
terms. Whoever does it, the only way to 
relieve the housing shortage is to build 
more houses, and getting a loan is usually 
the starting point in building one. 

That of course does not solve all the 
building problems in these wartimes. It 
clears only the first hurdle. The next thing 
is to get materials, and this means a good 
deal more at present than dropping around 
to a lumber yard and telling the boss to 
send up some scantlings and boards, Then 
there is the question of finding carpenters 
and masons and plumbers and electricians 
who have time to do the job. 

Maybe the mayors are not to be blamed 
for failing to go into details and say what 
should be done to cause houses to spring up 
where none now stand. They and their 
councils have been puzzling over that 
question for a long time, not to mention 
Scores of thousands of private citizens, 
Anyway, it was a lot easier to just tell the 
Government to get busy and pull the much- 
desired rabbits out of the hat.

If you feel like a bit of back 
porch ruminating, while waiting for 
your neighbor to return your lawn 
mower (and hoping be won't), 
what about putting Canada into the 
Pan-American Union?

Rousing Up from Lethargy 


Invasion Stimulates House 
To New Energy and 
Interest

OTTAWA. — A feeling that the 
day of invasion should put an end 
to a period of marking time and 
set events in motion at a quicken- 
ing pace has been apparent im- 
mediately in the House of Com- 
mons. A caution from Mr. King, 
that at the rate at which business 
was being handled the House 
would not be finished this year, 
brought no challenge. Members in 
all sections of the House were 
ready to agree—it was something 
many of them had begun to believe.

Each of the 
new departments will hardly re- 
ceive Parliament's approval with- 
out an extensive examination of 
the Government's policy to be ad- 
ministered by each, and this will 
inevitably lead to extensive debate 
on post-war proposals,

is the proposal to establish an 
aeronautics board to administer 
aviation policy. From past experi- 
ence, this might easily produce a 
full-length debate. There are, in 
addition, amendments to the Bank 
Act and several related pieces of 
legislation, Though much of the 
debate on banking policy occurs in 
committee, this will likely occupy 
the House for several days. And 
the banking committee has not 
completed its hearings yet. One of 
the related measures, the provision 
of intermediate farm credits, opens 
up a field of lively debate. Another 
measure still to come will deal 
with the control of farm income 
by means of floor prices after the

When the Pan-American Union 
was formed in 1890 Canada was in 
swaddling clothes, nursed by the 
British Foreign Office; so we 
couldn't enter.

Here are some of the views held 
towards our joining the Union: 

(1) If we join it would make 
clear to all countries that the Brit- 
ish Empire is not an exclusive self- 
seeking co-operative but is simply 
a group of independent natrons 
knit together for the common good; 

(2) Canada’s entry might influ- 
}ence many anti-British Americans 
|who would perhaps be surprised 
to find Canada wielding such inde- 
pendent power; 

(3) Canada might then act as a 
bridge not only between Britain 
and the United States but between 
the Empire system and the Amer- 
ican system of nations; 

(4) Britain would probably be in 
favor of the idea as it would, as 
Mr. Churchill once said of another 
land, give the British people a win- 
dow upon another court; 

(5) The United States may not 
have been particularly keen to 
have us join in former years be- 
cause of our dependence on Bri- 
tain's foreign policy, but with 
Alaska and the Northwest Terri- 
tories becoming increasingly im- 
portant in our common problems 
it is possible the U.S. would like 
now to strengthen any Pan-Amer- 
ican trend. Being the strongest 
power she presumably has nothing 
to lose. 

Canada’s Ambassador to the Un- 
ited States, Hon. Leighton Mc- 
Carthy, stated some time ago in 
Washington: “We are one of the 
independent nations which com- 
prise the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. We are also one of the 
independent nations which com- 
prise the American family of na- 
tions.” He didn’t believe that either 
concept should mean isolation from 
the rest of the world.

Close-up of a Great Statesman

Winston Churchill, seen in the 
United States in a panoply of 
crowds and cheers, is a world fig- 
ure. Churchill, seen in the House 
of Commons, is something more— 


an expert parliamentarian in en- 
vironment he loves: as inseparable 
from his instrument as an engineer 
from his locomotive 

A debate has proceeded for four 
hours and it is time for the Prime 
Minister to reply. There he sits on 
the famous “front bench.” The 
drafty, mellow old building, or- 
nately decorated, make an oblong 
hall, Rows of red-leather “benches” 
face each other across a green car- 
pet. 

Under the press gallery, as we 
look down, is a table at which 
speakers stand, with ceremonial 
despatch boxes on either side, 
Every appurtenance has a meaning 
linked with tradition, like the 
sacerdotal adjuncts of a cathedral.

This is Churchill's home, Here 
he has made his greatest speeches.

Only here does an American 
emotionally realize that Churchill 
is a member of the government 
team comprising a sort of execu- 
tive committee of the House of 
Commons, He is not the executive 
team himself, as Roosevelt is under 
the presidential system.

They picture us as a for- 
bidding Northern belt where red- 
coated mounties chase mad trappers 
and husky French women have 
quintuplets. A Gallup Poll held 
here some months ago on whether 
Canada should join the Union re- 
vealed that 72 per cent of Cana- 
ldians didn't know what the Pan- 
American Union was! 

Whether greater trade would 
follow our joining the Union is 
debatable. In the last pre-war year 
Canada exported to Latin America 
goods worth $17,500,000 and im- 
ported $16,000,000, or only two per 
cent of our total Canadian foreign 
trade. Some officials think this can 
be greatly increased; others think 
that there will never oe heavy 
trade between us as we both have 
what the other fellow has or both 
can get more cheaply in Britain or 
the United States what the other 
fellow sells.

A recent indication of greater 
Canadian interest in Latin America 
is seen in the fact that the Cana- 
dian Armed Forces’ magazine, 
“Canadian Affairs"— distributed in 
great numbers to the troops for 
educational classes—was_ entirely 
devoted to a study of “Our Latine 
American Neighbors” made by Mr, 
Allan Anderson, The article tells 
quickly and clearly of Latin Amer- 
ica, of the great differences be- 
tween the countries down there, of 
their populations and trade and 
traditions, of their cultures and 
politics... It is surely a good guess 
that the Canadian Government 
authorities would not bother have 
ing this printed for such wide dis 
tribution if it were not believed 
that a change for the better must 
soon come in our relations with 
Latin America. Mr. Anderson sug- 
gests that our relations now are on 
a basis of friendly ignorance. 

Just how ignorant we are may 
be guessed from the quiz printed 
on the back page of the magazine. 
It asks, among other things, are 
there five, 10, 20 or more Latin. 
American republics? How many 
can you name in three minutes? 
What is the principal language 
spoken in Brazil? What countries 
down there are at war with Ger- 
many? Is Ottawa further from 
Buenos Aires than from London? 
Name the President of any of the 
republics. Is the population of 
Latin America greater or less than 
that of the United States? Yerba 
mate is a South American product 
—would you eat it, drink it, cut 
down trees with it, or what? 

Most of us will not fare too well 
with these questions; yet we would 
be shocked if a Chilean lawyer or 
butcher or newspaperman couldn't 
name the Prime Minister of Can- 
ada, But there’s a change coming, 
and if you're still on that back 
porch we'll still bet that hat.

Crackdown on Eire 


Now it can be revealed why 
{President Roosevelt was so tough 
in his crackdown on the Irish re- 
| garding the removal of Axis diplo- 
mats from Eire, 

It long had been planned, though 
a strict secret, to land on the Cher- 
bourg peninsula, To reach it, many 
U.S. troops had to steam through 
the Irish Sea and through waters 
adjacent to Eire. 

This was because the bulk of 
U.S. army camps have been located 
in the west and northwest of Eng- 
land. While some of the troops 
were moved in advance to the 
Channel ports, a lot of them had 
to swing down through the Irish 
Sea around the tip end of Wales 
and then toward Cherbourg. 

Naturally, the President wanted

{through the Irish Sea to leak out 
in any manner, shape or form.

Singe, clean and fill the duck 
with any desired stuffing.

lowing 25 minutes a pound. If you 
desire a crisp crust on the duck, 
increase the temperature to 450 de- 
srees F, for the last half hour of 
cooking. Baste with wine, orange 
juice or broth. Baste three or four 
times during the cooking period. 


CASSEROLE OF DUCK 
WITH RED CABBAGE 


Cut up a five-pound. duck in con- 
venient pieces for serving and 
dredge with flour, salt and pepper. 
Brown in four tablespoons of fat
